ble Ingratitude, Injuſtice to the Cauſe, and very 
injurious to the Joy, which muſt reſult from its 


Succeſs to the Supporters of it, to omit acquaint- 


ing them from Time to Time, with the good 


Fruits which their Labour of Love and moſt 


compaſſionately charitable Benefactions to theſe 
Schools, have produced among the poor and ig- 
norant }Yelch People in this Country. I may well 
ſuppoſe, that not one among all of you, our 
molt dear and generous Helpers (H. pers indeed! 
in our higheſt, "weighrieft lt, tad deareſt [ntereit, no 


leſs momentous than the everla ting Salvation of 
our Souls.) but muſt ſenſibly feel ineffible Joy 


and Gladneſs of Heart, with delightful, divine 
Conſolations flowing in your Minds, warming 
your Souls in the Love of him, who enabled and 
inclined you to ſhew your Mercy to us, fo rea- 
dily, when you underſtood our Need, without 
raiſing excuſing Object: ons, or ſtay ing to be 
alle d for it. You can't lurely but rejoice, mew 
you perceive, how much it has pleaſed God, 


— tne good Will and good Wiſhes, 2 
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with you fent your liberal Contributions to- 
wards inſtructing the Poor among us, it being 
evident that the moſt High accompanied your 
Charity with his Bleſſing, and thereby hath pro- 
ſper'd it, to bring many Thouſands in a ſhort 
Time, from the diſmal Darkneſs of their Igno- 
rance into the marvellous Light of the Goſpel, 
and from the Power of Satan to ſeek for the 
Favour of God through Faith in Chriſt Jeſus. 
War I am now to let you underſtand, will, 
I doubt not, excite you to admire God's * 
SGoodneſs, and adore his moſt Bleſſed Name. 

The Number of the Circulating and Catechiſing 
Welch Charity-Schools, from laſt Michaelmas to this 
Time, amounts to one Hundred and Fifty, widely 


diſtant from one another, and diſperſed through 


all the Counties of Szuth-Hales, and in ſome 


Counties of North-I/ales. The Number of Men, 
Women, and Children taught in them this 
Year, amounts by Computation to eight Thouſand, 


ſeven Hundred and ſixty Five, as will more parti- 
cularly appear by the Catalogue of the Schools 


and Scholars, drawn up and ſent you herewith : 
Add to this Account, the Number of three. 


Thouſand nine Hundred and eighty Nine Scholars, 
whom you contributed to the reaching of, laſt 


Year, *cwill make /welre Thouſand ſeven Hundred 


and fifty Four, beſides many more, whoſe ſtay in 
ſome of theſe Schools was but very ſhort, ſome 
coming to begin a little Entrance upon reading, 

in order to improve themſelves atterwards at 
home, and others for few Days or Weeks only, 


to perfect what they had learned before, who are 


not included in this Number. *Tis in the Name, 


and on the behalf of all, and every one of all 


theſe, and great Numbers alſo of other poor Per- 


ſons, who, tho' not actually in the Schools, yet.

(better diſpoſed than common) who have their 


People now in a better Capacity than before to 


be catechiſed, and to receive Inſtructions from 
their Preaching, that I deſire (all other religious 
Men here are ready to join with me) to render 
to all of you (moſt kind Benefactors) our moſt 
humble, moſt grateful, and moſt ſincere Thanks, 


and confeſs it our Duty never to forget lifting 


up our Hearts and Prayers to God, "That the 
choiceſt Bleſſings of Heaven may be your Re- 
ward, both in this, and in the boundleſs Joy 
and Glory of the eternal World, for aſſiſting to 
reſcue ſo many poor, yet precious and immortal

it, for fear of being oppugned and cruſhed by 
ſome or other that were not diſpoſed, how much 
ſoever they might be obliged, to encourage it 


(the ill affected being very expert 1n milrepre- 
ſeating what the predominant Paſſion of their 
Minds bears Enmity to) yet as 1t crept on gra- 


dually, it became neceſſary at length to make it 
more publickly known, and 'tis hoped now, the 
Adverſarics will conſult their own Reputation, 
and hardly expoſe themſelves, or run the Riſque 
of torieiting their Credit, to defame an Artempt 
fo unexceptionable, and where there are fo many 


Eye-witneſles to confront their Male-Animadver- 


ſions upon it. 


By this Account in Addition to the Letters con- 
cerning the Riſe, Method, and Progreſs of the

_ ticularly Welch Bibles, As thoſe that were print- 


ed laſt, are almoſt ſold off, there will ſoon be 
none had for Love or Money; and conſidering 
how many of late do learn to read yearly, an 


Impreſſion of ten or twelve thouſand Bibles will 


be little enough to ſupply them; but as few of 
the Poor can afford to buy, *tis very improba- 


ble that any Undertakers will ſet about printing 


them, without a competent Number of Sub. 
ſcriptions. Since I can do no more, *tis ſome 
eaſe to my Mind, to give Notice of this, that the 
able and well diſpoſed (whoſe Eyes it has pleaſed 
God to open, to diſcern the Preference of the 


more durable Riches of the other World, and 
therefore ſtudy to grow rich in the Way which 
Faith directs) may not want Opportunities of 
ſecuring for themſelves Treaſures in Heaven, to 
enter upon the joyful Poſſeſſion of, at the Time 
they can be no longer Proprietors of any upon 


Earth. I am well ſatisfied that in due Time, 


God will raiſe ſome or other happy Perſons among 


them to exert their Compaſſion for us in this, 
as we have already experienced Divine Good- 


| _ neſs in other Particulars. 


As this bleſſed Buſineſs of the Welch Charity. 
Schools is now ſpread and enlarged, thro* Mercy, 


to what it is; *cis rational to ſuppoſe that due 


Management of them is much too great a Work 
for one Perſon, and eſpecially for one in a low 


and impair'd State of Health. It is much to be 
wiſh*d there was a Society form'd, of many 
qualify'd Perſons, to meet often about it; but 
the great Remoteneſs of Chriſtian Friends in the 


Country renders ſuch Meetings impracticable. 
*Tis therefore humbly propos'd that Perſons of 
ſome Abilities and ſuitable Diſpoſitions, and ſuch 
as are appriz'd of the Need and Expediency of

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this Method of inſtructing the Poor, and zea- 
louſly a a/Teted towards it, would agree to enter 
into @ correſponding Seciety, that however remote 
and diſtant their Places of abode might be, they 
might by their Correſpondence aſſiſt and unite 


their Endeavours to carry on this Work for 


God's Honour, the growing Succeſs of the dear 
Redeemer's Kingdom of Grace in the World, 


and the ſaving of Souls. The good Offices de- 


ſir'd of them in this Uni.ertaking, as far as they 
occur to my Thoughts at preſent, are ſuch as theſe.

allow us to extend the Number of Schools. 

4. To enquire out and recommend pious, 
prudent, humble, and induſtrious Perſons, and 
fuch as are otherwiſe qualify*d, zealous and 
willing to be Maſters in theſe Schools. 

[3 Tuar they, as conveniency permits, in- 
ſpect the Schools near them, and as many as 


they can reach to elſewhere, and ſee ſo far 


as they are able, that the Maſters and Scholars 
give diligent attendance to their Buſineſs, and 
behave well and regular in every thing.; that 


they reſort devoutly 1 to the publick Worſhip up- 
on Sundays, that the Churcb- Catechiſin be taught 


and explain'd by plain and familiar Queſtions, 


with Prayers and ſinging a Pſalm, as alſo with 


plain and fuitable preſſing Advice from every 


Maſter to his Scholars twice a Day; and that 
they reſort to ſay their Catechiſm to their Pa- 


riſh Miniſter as foon as they have learned it, which 
they ſhould do in two Months time at fartheſt 
(many have learned it ſooner) and that the Maſ- 
ter by no means omit, nor yet ſlightly perform 
his Duty of preſſing them to turn unto God, 

through Faith in Chriſt, that they may obtain his 


Grace to renew their Hearts and pardon their 
Sins; diſſuading them in a particular Manner from 
the reigning Vices of the Neighbourhood, and 


earneſtly exhorting them to a devout Life and 
conſcientious difcharge of relative Duties, and 
the worſhip of God at home. And that our 
kind Correſpondents alſo fayour us with their 
Reports of the true State of the Schools they 
inſpect, and the Number of Scholars therein, and 
the Proficiency tlicy make in their Learning 3 
and from time to time, as necd requmes, com- 

municate 
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municate ſuch advice as they think needful and 
proper. As I am ſoon to reſign my Truſt; 
I hope by this Propoſal to be directed to ſur- 
render, and recommend it to a proper and faith- 
ful Manager, whom (with all my thinking a- 
bout it) I have not been able to pitch upon as yet. 
I know theſe five Articles cannot be comply'd 


with by all, for want of Opportunities, who o- 


therwiſe perhaps would willingly betriend the 
Deſign in every Thing; but it ſuch will ſignify 


their aſſent, and reſolv'd Intention, to aſſiſt in as 


many of them as they can, though it be but in 
the firſt Article only, it would not a little re- 
freſh us, and enliven our Endeavours to pro- 


ceed with more Heartineſs, and 1 doubt not, with 
greater Succeſs; and they would therefore be 


eſteemed as our faithful Friends and fellow La- 


bourers in the Work. *Tis not likely our Eng- 


1% Friends, who are ſo widely divided from 
us by diſtance of Place, can much aſſiſt in the 


three laſt, nor that our well wiſhers in Wales can 
' Propoſe to do much with reſpect to the ſecond _ 


Article; yet the latter may be very uſeful if 
they pleaſe, not omitting for God, for their 
Saviour, and the Souls of their Velch Brethren, 
what they have in their Power to do; and let 
them not call themſelves the Sons of God, Mem- 

bers of Chrift, and Heirs of Heaven, if they 


will be wiltully reprobate to a good Work of 
the beſt and greateſt Conſequence. And as to 
the former, our Enxgliſ Friends (it we aſſume 
not too much Honour to ourſelves in mention- 


ing them by ſo familiar a Style, but we mean 
it in the Obligation and Endearment it implies) 
many of whom have already done worthily, and 
to whole liberality, attended with God's Bleſſing, 
the Enlargement of this Work is owing, will 


we hope, be moved to proſecute what | is begun, 


or 
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or elſe the Methods we ſtudy about it, are all 
in vain ; and as to ſuch others who cannot imi— 
tate ther Eximples, in liberality, we ſhould put 
no low Value on their Advice and Prayers, or 
whatever other Afſiitance they may afford to the 
Service we are embarked in. In building the 
Tabernacle, the Free-will Offerings of Goat- 
| ſkins and Hair were accepted from the Poor, 
| and uſcful to the Building, as well as more 
coſtly Things; nor ſhall we knowingly receive 
any thing from grudging or half willing Gt- 
vers. As?us chearful Givers God loves, whoſe _ 
Gifts but theirs, can we think God loves to bleſs? 
Nor dare we to wiſh for any thing that is un- 
fit or inconvenient for any to ſpare, or what 
ſhould be diſpoſcd of another way. But beſides 
the Aſſiſtance you can afford us in Wales by 
your good Advice and Prayers, and ſuch other 
Helps as you (our Eng! Friends) can give; 
F can you not ina prudent and deliberate Way tx 
P the Attempt of ſetting up amongſt your ſelves 
the ſame or better Method s, for the Benefit and 
Inſtruction of the neglected Poor and Ignorant 
amongſt the Eng1i/h People? That it may appear, 
ſome others beſides me, and very competent 
Judges are of Opinion, that this Method is uſe- 
ful and practicable in England, as well as here. 
I beg Leave to inſert what a very worthy Miniſter 
writes about it, who lives in an Engliſh Part of 
the Country: 1 return you Thanks, Sir, for favour- 
ing me with ** The Welch Picty”.

| — Zur Charity Schools have anſwered one good 
End here in Part, viz. to ſtir up ſome to endeavour 
the like Service to poor Children and others who want 
it among us alſo, in eſtabliſhing Charity Schools for 
_ the teachins and catechiſing of our Engliſh People 


in the ſame Maier, and we conform our Method to 


your Scheme as far as we convemently can, I 


could not prevail on myſelf for ſome time, nor 


at length without reluctancy, to tranſcribe this, 
becauſe of the Compliments therein; but as I 
have no pretence of any right or merit to them, 
being only a poor unprofitable Servant in this 


well meant (and hitherto, through God, ſucceſs-

they want Inſtruction no Jeſs than they. I can

Others to do all the good they can without de- 
lay (betore Opportunity vaniſhes away for ever, 


E and before the Property of all their Poſſeſſions 
ſhift Hands, and an Account of their Steward- 
' ſhip be required from them) he was ſuddenly 


(and too ſoon for the good of many) removed | 


from this World into a better, I hope; be- 
fore he ſucceeded to promote the ſaving Deſigns 


of the beloved Redeemer's Death in this good 
Work, any further than by erecting one School 


| only for the Inſtruction and Catechiſing of young 


and old; which one, I fear, is now in too father- 
leſs and friendlefs a State, after its chief or only 
Support and Patron is taken away. May God 
be its Father and bleſs it, that it may grow into 


many. I hope the religious Men of that Neigh- 
bourhood, and ſuch as would be efteem'd well 
affected to the King of Kings, will not load 
their Conſciences with ſo dreadful a Charge, as 
to ſuffer ſo good a Deſign, begun among them, 


to miſcarry for want of their promoting it in 


the beſt manner they are able; and I muſt own, 


it is in hopes this may come to their Notice, that 
I mention it; when ſo mournful a Scene preſents, 
as that of a good Man cut off and taken a- 
way from the Good he was about doing, before 


he had gone half way through, or well eſtabliſn- 
ed the Beginning of whit he had in his View to 


do. We ſhould moſt certainly learn to be wile 


for ourſelves, and reſolve to betake immediate-

| ly to whatever our Hands can find to do for God, 
and to do it with all our Might, for there is no Work, 
nor Device, nor Knowledge, nor Wiſdom in the Grave 


whither we are going. *Tis no dilparagement to 


the Character of our: departed Friends, nor any 
detraction to the Hope we may otherwiſe have 
of their eternal happy State, to conſider what 
awakening Warnings their Examples give; that 
t'tis at our peril we neglect to honour God be- 


times with our Labour and Subſtance ; that we 


delay not doing Goc, when Providence gives 
both Ability and Opportunities for it. As our 


Times are in the Hands of God to make them 


ſhorter or longer as he pleaſes (which no one 
doubts) *tis no leſs certain that all we poſſeſs here, 
(whether we come by it, by paternal Inheritance, 
Purchaſe, or any other means God bleſs'd) is as 


much the Gift of God, as if his viſible Hand 
reached out from Heaven to convey it into 
ours, with the benevolent Allowance, to uſe what- 
ever is neceſſary for chearful Subſiſtance and the 
decent Diſtinction of the different Ranks of Men 


in the World; as likewiſe to leave a comfort- 


able Proviſion for our Families, living in the 


Fear of God, with an Overplus to diſpoſe of, 
as the Love of God will prevail to direct us. 
At Death we are diveſted of the Poſſeſſion and 
Property of the Whole, and can enjoy no more 


of it for ever afterwards, but the Fruit of what 


was laid out agreeable to the Will of him who 


gave all. Let him diſbelieve this that can; 


which I humbly conceive ſhould influence and 
direct us betimes in our Management of all 
the Talents we are as Stewards truſted with, for 
the ſhort Time of our Pilgrimage in this World; 
that God may be glorify'd, and we and others 


be made the better for them before it be too 
LT 8 8 - late. 
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late.— In all this, I don't apprehend I have much 
digreſs'd from the Buſineſs of this Paragraph, 
which is deſign'd to beſpeak the concurrent 
Aſſiſtance of others in our preſent Undertak- 
ing here, ſo far as it may be eaſy for them, 
and without any detriment to other Methods of 
well-doing among themſelves. _ 

I do now in the jumblett and moſt earneſt 
Manner intreat the well diſpos'd, that for the 
Lord's Sake they would join with us in the 

Work, as mention'd in the Articles above, ſo 
far as they find it convenient for them with 
reſpect to their Situations, and other Circum- - 
ſtances. How much better may we hope that 
this Labour, which has been bleſs'd with great 
Succeſs hitherto, will increaſe and proſper by the 
joint Aſſiſtance of many, than *tis reaſonable to 
expect by the ſingle Endeavours of one? You, 
! Sirs (good and religious Men, to whom this Ad- 
dreſs is directed) muſt very well know, that a lit- 
tle Religion by the Bye, without zealouſly ſtudy- 
ing its Intereſt and making a Buſineſs of it, can 
produce no Gain, nor ſerve any End but ſelf 
deceiving. Can a worldly Employ turn to any 
good Account without minding it as our Buſineſs? 

But ſurely this ſhould always be in Subordination 

and Subſerviency to the Intereſt of Religion, which 

of all Buſineſſes will be found to anſwer infinitely 
the beft. A Chriſtian Profeſſion is but an emp- 
ty Name, without ſtudious and zealous laying 

ourſelves out, to do what Good we can in our. 

Generation, according to our Place and Ability. 

They are wrongly ſtyled the Servants of God, who 
make not his Service. their principal Care and 

Employ, and readily fall in to aſſiſt what they 

can in every Branch of it, as Providence offers 

them Opportunity, Wiſt ye not that a Son of

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God muſt be about his Father's Buſineſs ? And how 


elſe can you be ſaid to believe, fince Faith it- 
ſelf without Works is vain and dead? A Pre- 
tence of taking great care of one's Soul alone, 


without any concernatall for others, is much too 


narrow and ſelfiſh a Temper, to come from the 
Spirit of God. Am I my Brother's Keeper ? was 


the Language of wicked Cain, who having not 
the leaſt Inclination to love, was eaſily tempted 
to lay his Brother. And verily, there are too 


many in the World, who bring their Sacrifice 
to God, as Cain did, and too much like him, 


void of brotherly Love, are wroth and look with 
changed, angry Countenance upon the appearing 


Religion of their Brethren, inſtead of aſſiſting 


therein in Love. How much this may be con- 
ſtrued as a murderous Diſpoſition in them, when 
a the Day of Reckoning comes, becomes them to 
"conſider, Not to exert Offices of Love, when 


in the Power ot our Hands to do them, 18 


Hatred, or Hatred eaſily ſprings from it: and 


1 muſt beg leave to add one Thing further, that 
reſting in a mere devout Life, ſo called, like 


Monks in a Wilderneſs, as if they ow'd no re- 
ligious Service to God and Men in a more 


publick Manner, is living to themſelves, and 
not to the Lord that bought them, to the end 
that they might glorify God by well doing. It 
deſerves to be remark' d, how expreſly ' tis ſaid, 


That he (the Redeemer) gave himſelf for us, 


that he might redeem us from all Iniquity, and 
purify us unto himſelf a peculiar People, zealous 


5 of good Norts, Tit. ii. 14. And therefore it is, 
that we are commanded 79 affirm conſtantly, that 
they which have believed in God, might be careful to 


maintain good Works : Theſe Things are good and 


projitable unto men, Tit. 11.8. I don't know 


that erer anz one cams iarough Faith to Chriſt 
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himſelf, but would gladly help others to him, 
and moſt willingly do what he can for the Ho- 


nour and Intereſt of Chriſt in the World. Theſe 


Hints, I truſt, are enough, and I hope more 
than was neceſſary, to prevail on the well-dif- 
poſed, and ſuch as really deſire to become more 
and more ſo (for they who uſe well what they have, 
ſhall receive more, and the Exerciſe of Grace 


does always increaſe it) to vouchſafe their Aſſiſt- 


ance in a Correſponding Society as above, and ſig- 
nify their Aſſent in a Letter to the Author of

Counſel of God's revealed Will, Religion has 
been too frequently diſparag'd and wounded in 
the Houſe of its Friends, both in former and 
later, and perhaps in all Ages of Chriſtianity. 
It was out of exceſſive Kindneſs to what they 
eſteemed as true Religion, that many made (as 
ſome ſtill make) Conſcience of Superſtition and 
Idolatry, and ſome in the Zeal of their Hearts 
thought to do God Service in ſlaying his Son, 
and perſecuting his Saints; as others thinking to 
be a ſtricter Sect than all other Pretenders to 
Religion beſides, and truſting in themſelves that 
they were righteous, and deſpiſing others, were 
indeed the fartheſt off from the Kingdom of 
Heaven. This ſhews not only the Neceſſity of 
modeſt Self- ſuſpicion ſometimes, and careful Self- 


examination in the moſt fecure ſelf-confident, 


but likewiſe how requiſtte it is, to conſider the 
plain Things in the Word of God, with humble 
Attention, and impartial Application of it, in 
order to form juſter Judgment about Religion, 
and to lay a firmer Foundation for a well- 
graunded Hope. The Buſineſs of the Heb 
Schools therefore is to teach the ſerious and ſo- 
ber Knowledge of the Articles and Duties of 
Religion as they ſtand in our Bibles, Creeds, 
and Catechiſms, urging the Neceſſity of Con- 
verſion from Sin unto God in Feſus Chriſt, 
with Holineſs of Heart and Life, and practical 
 Godlineſs as the neceſſary Fruit of ſaving Faith; 
leading the Scholars to read and peruſe the Holy 
Scriptures, with frequent and fervent Prayers to 
God for his Bleſſing thereon, that they may be 
guided in every thing by the unerring Inſtru- 
ctions of Divine Wiſdom, and not ſeek to be 
wife above what is written, nor purſue blind 
Fervours or Fancies, but learn to avoid their

former vain Converſation, ſloth, and idle Gaddings 
about, to ſerve God in their Generation with 
Diligence, in the Duties of their Place and Sta- 


tion: So that none can find any ſhew of a rea- 


ſonable Pretence to brand this Attempt with any 
hard Names or Obloquies, though it be vile, 


unſavory Language that unclean Hearts and 


Mouths moſt delight in. 


I need add but one Particular more, that 


without any further Aſſertion about it, is in itſelf 
apparent, that the Money received for the Uſe
